REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest (in combination with the other claim 
limitations) a solid electrolytic capacitor comprising a conductive member for 
electrically connecting the first and second anode terminals to each other; 
wherein the conductive member includes a metal cover covering at least part of 
the porous sintered body: and wherein the solid electrolytic capacitor further 
comprises an insulating member interposed between the metal cover and the 
cathode (claims 1-2, 4, 6-9, 17-22). 

The prior art does not teach or suggest (in combination with the other claim 
limitations) a solid electrolytic capacitor comprising a conductive member for 
electrically connecting the first and second anode terminals to each other; 
wherein the conductive member includes an anode metal plate; and wherein the 
solid electrolytic capacitor further comprises an insulating member interposed 
between the anode metal plate and the cathode (claims 23-29).
